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Embryo Transfer 
to be Demonstrated at 
California Livestock Symposium 


EMBRYO TRANSFER, a procedure 
in which the fertilized egg cell of a 
genetically-superior animal is removed 
and then planted in the reproductive 
tract of a recipient animal to carry 
through gestation, will some day offer 
dairymen an opportunity to rapidly 
improve the genetic quality of their 
milk herd. © 

Modern techniques of embryo trans- 
fer and its potential for the dairy 
industry is the topic of an entire 
morning session at the Bank of 
America’s 1978 California Livestock 
Symposium, May 25-26, at the 
Fresno District Fairgrounds, Fresno, 
California. 


“The potential that embryo transfer 
offers the dairy industry is tremen- 
dous. Instead of being able to produce 
just one calf a year,.embryo transfer 
makes it possible for valuable, high- 
producing cows to produce eight to 
ten calves. This means up to 10 times 
more offspring during a cow’s repro- 
ductive lifetime,” says Gailen Martin, 
Symposium director. 

“Presently,” added Martin, “em- 
bryo transfer is not a_ practical, 
on-the-farm technique but, with con- 
tinuing research, in the future it would 
become as common on the dairy farm 
as artificial insemination.” 

Experts in the field of dairy cattle 
reproduction will be at the Sympo- 
sium to bring participating dairymen 
up-to-date on embryo transfer research 
and a live demonstration of a transfer. 

Other Symposium sessions will 
highlight those farm management 
decisions which have an effect on the 
economics of production. Experts will 
talk about the use of on-farm com- 
puter terminals for ration formulation 
and production record keeping; will 
describe dairy production and market- 
ing programs that have proven success- 
ful; and will offer suggestions about 
management of the future milk sup- 
ply. An Arizona dairyman’s practical 
account will be followed by a session 


on three-times-a-day milking, its ad- 
vantages or disadvantages. 

The Symposium is open to the 
public and is sponsored by the Bank of 
America with the full cooperation of 
the California Department of Food 
and Agriculture and California’s live- 
stock and dairy industries. 


Maryland Accredited Cattle 
“TB Free” 


MARYLAND HAS become the 
13th state in the nation to be 
accredited “free of tuberculosis” in 
cattle by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s Animap. 

Official designation marking a mile- 
stone in MDA and USDA’s constant 
battle for animal health, was presented 
to Maryland Secretary of Agriculture 
Young D. Hance, and State Veterinar- 
ian Dr. Hugh E. Binks in ceremonies 
recently by Dr. F. J. Mulhern, Admin- 
istrator of USDA’s Animal and Plant 
Health Inspection Service. 

Dr. Mulhern pointed out that 
bovine tuberculosis posed a threat to 
the health of humans as the disease is 
transmissible and resulted in many 
said, human deformities, commonly 
known as “hunchbacks,” which have 
practically ceased, due to control of 
the disease in cattle. 


A state qualifies as free of 
tuberculosis in cattle when: 

—No dairy or beef cattle have 
been found infected in the past five 
years or longer; 

—The state maintains the ability 
to trace infected animals—when 
found in normal trade channels— 
back to their herd of origin; 

—The state has and enforces 
livestock dealer licensing laws and 
regulations that require mainte- 
nance of records of transactions 
and the identification of animals. 


The following 12 states have pre- 
viously qualified as accredited free of 
tuberculosis: Connecticut, Colorado, 
Maine, Minnesota, Montana, New 
Hampshire, New Mexico, North Caro- 
lina, North Dakota, Rhode Island, 
Utah and Wyoming.

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Two USDA Sire Summaries 


OVERWHELMING support from 
the dairy industry encouraged Animal 
Improvement Programs Laboratory 
(AIPL) to change the frequency of 
USDA—DHIA Sire Summary runs per 
year. In evaluating all aspects of 
reducing from three to two sire 
summaries per year, the vast majority 
of the U.S. dairy industry would be 
better served by AIPL. Sire summaries 
will be published two times per year 
and time taken for the third run will 
now be used to increase research effort 
on genetic evaluation procedures of 
economically important non-yield 
traits. 

What is the new schedule? Chief of 
AIPL Frank N. Dickman reports that 
USDA Bull Owner Sire Summaries 
(1202’s) starting with the summer, 
1978 run will be published and mailed 
to bull owners in lieu of the bull 
owner postcards: 

1.The winter summary will be 
published on the third Friday of 
January. The earliest possible date of 
publication would be January 15 and 
the latest possible date of publication 
would be January 21. 

2. The summer summary will be 
published on the Friday ending the 
second full week in July. The earliest 
publication date would be July 13 and 
the latest publication date would be 
July 19. 

1202’s indicate the same material as 
the postcards (bull’s name, breed, 
P.D., family history, production sum- 
mary and averages of daughters) plus a 
listing of all daughters’ individual 
records summarized. These new forms 
will be sent directly from USDA and 
should be received by bull owners 
about a month sooner than the present 
postcards, AGCC will receive the 
1202’s one week after the bull owner’s 
summaries are mailed.

#4 IDENTIFICATION OPTIONS 


Who is that heifer — her dam — her sire? Positive identification by either 
tattoo or sketch designates the exact birthdate and breeding behind each 
Guernsey calf. 

To register your calves that are out of registered stock, a simple sketch 
or tattoo placed on an official application for registration puts the 
registered animal on official breed record. Records are kept by and 
applications available through AGCC Department of Herd Registry, 70 
Main Street, Peterborough, N.H. 03458 or phone 603—924-3344. 


By Sketch 

Complete an application 
by sketching the color 
markings of the animal on 
the provided blanks. Use 
ink or dark lead pencil. 
Sketch accurately as pos- 
sible all markings. Be sure 
to indicate if face is solid 
fawn and care needs to 
definitely be taken in leg 
markings. 

Photographs may be substituted instead of a sketch. They need to be 
taken from both sides and include a definite, clear head shot. 


By Tattoo 

Write the animal’s tattoo on the 
application. Animal must be tattooed 
before registration is applied for. Any 
combination of letters and numbers 
totalling six figures or less may be used. 
The tattoo must not duplicate another 
animal of the same sex in the herd. 

Solid colored animals, without suffi- 
cient markings for proper I.D., must be 
identified by a tattoo or ear marking. Ear 
marking is a notch in the top, end, or low 
part of the ear. 

Vaccination tattoos or eartags are not 
acceptable. 


To provisionally register a calf or cow out of non-registered parentage, a 
sketch or photograph is required. Additional information necessary is 
found on a blank available at AGCC or through your field representative. 
Tattoos are optional. 


Why do we identify cattle? Two important reasons highlight an 
identification program — herd management and performance records. To 
the purebred Guernsey breeder, updated identification and records assist 
in selection of cattle with superior performance. Most buyers today 
request performance records. 


Six Major Reasons to Identify 

1, Performance records 4. Knowledge of breeding and calving dates 

2. Culling program 5. Locating stolen or lost cattle 

3. Health control 6. Sorting cattle 

One other major reason for identifying with sketches or tattoos deals 
with official cow milk records. If a registered cow is enrolled on DHI or 
DHIR testing with an eartag, USDA considers her a grade and AGCC will 
not receive her Cow Index. A cow registered after enrollment on test needs 
to have her eartag cross referenced with her registration in order to get all 
credits to USDA without complications. Ask your DHI supervisor if you 
are experiencing problems. It makes good sense to register all eligible cows 
before eight months of age, at the lowest possible registration rates.

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Where Did She Go? 


That Excellent cow with a record of 20,000 milk. 


SHE WAS sold only a year ago to Mr. Smith by Mr. Jones, 
but no transfer of ownership was authorized by seller Mr. 
Jones. However, buyer Mr. Smith is anxious to receive all 
production credits so that her lactation can be credited to 
her. 

Does this sound like a story? The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club runs into this situation daily. In addition to a 
seller receiving his $$$ for an animal, transfer of ownership 
must be recorded upon the records of AGCC. Seller’s duty 
includes signing and sending a transfer with registration paper 
as quickly as possible to AGCC. A simple transfer application 
requires only the identification of the animal (as explained in 
AGCC Services), exact name of purchaser, and the cow’s 
service sire. Plus the original Certificate of Registration must 
accompany the application for transfer. If the animal is not 
registered, registration and transfer applications should be 
sent at the same time. As noted in our AGCC Services, a cow 
can be credited for her milk and fat records only after proper 
identification is made. 

Transfers submitted within 90 days of date of sale require 
a low fee from the seller of only $7.50 per head. After 90 
days, it increases to $9.00. If title of all living Guernseys is 
transferred at one time to another immediate family member, 
transfer fee is cut in half to only $3.75 per animal. 

What is the importance of transferring any cow? To the 
seller’s advantage, repeat sales result from his attempts to 
satisfy his customers. To the buyer’s advantage, production 
credits can also be transferred so that his new purchase 
receives full credit for the lactation she is working on plus her 
past records. These records are needed for just plain accurate 
management figures. In numerous instances, cows that are in 
the running for high records or class leader recognition, or 
Gold Star Dams lose the grounds for qualification because 
the seller did not transfer production credits at the same time 
as ownership. For USDA to calculate a cow’s index and 
record, they must have production credits transferred at the 
same time as record of ownership before official records are 
figured. Any conflict from seller to purchaser in five areas — 
cow registration number, calving date, dam’s registration 
number, cow’s birth date, sire registration number — may 
cause previous and current records to be discarded by USDA. 
AGCC cannot force this calculation without the seller’s 
cooperation at exact date of sale. 

Benefits of transfer also include the opportunity to give a 
buyer who is not a subscriber to the Guernsey Breeders’ 
Journal a year’s gift subscription for only $1.00 cost to the 
seller. New breeders, especially juniors, learn the many other 
services, benefits, and “common sense” of our Royal Breed 
through their monthly copy of the Journal.

Dr. Harold Hafs Receives 
MSU’s Research Award 


ONE OF THE highest honors and 
awards presented by the Michigan 
State University scientific community 
goes to a professor of dairy science, 
Dr. Harold Hafs. 

This winner of the 1978 Senior 
Research Award presented by the 
MSU chapter of Sigma Xi, The 
Scientific Research Society of North 
America, is professor and chairman of 
the Department of Dairy Science. 

Dr. Hafs’ early research led to the 
first successful use of frozen semen for 
artificial insemination of cattle. His 
later work focused on the relationships 
between hormone levels and livestock 
fertility and has contributed to our 
understanding and control of livestock 
reproduction. 

Widely respected as an expert in his 
field, Dr. Hafs won the American 
Dairy Science Association National 
Association Animal Breeders Award 
and the Junior Sigma Xi Award for 
meritorious research in 1971. He 
received the 1973 American Society of 
Animal Science Animal Physiology 
and Endocrinology Award. 

Dr. Hafs is the author of more than 
200 scientific articles on physiology 
and animal breeding and is a member 
of many societies and organizations 
related to dairy cattle production. He 
will be honored May 4 at the annual 
Sigma Xi banquet held at MSU Union.

Clemson Univer wily

THE PRESENT Clemson herd is 
small, numbering about 20 milking age 
animals. The first record of animals in 
the herd dates back to 1921. In 1938, 
eleven females were purchased from 
South Carolina breeders. These came 
from Coker Pedigreed Seed Farm, J. B. 
Guess, Jr., J. B. Roddey, G. A. Sherill, 
and A. L. James. 

Around 1928 a herd was established 
at Sandhill Exp. Station near Columbia 
for research purposes and owned 
jointly by Clemson and the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. This herd 
was established with animals pur- 
chased from a number of top Guern- 
sey breeders in the state. In addition 
to those mentioned above, included 
are C.S. McCall, R.B. Caldwell, 
Lawrence Stroud and perhaps others. 
Some of the Sandhill herd was 
transferred to Clemson when no longer 
needed for research. When the herd 
was phased out about 1947, a number 
of females came to Clemson. 

In 1949, seven females were pur- 
chased from Senator McCall, Appins 
Farm, Bennettsville. In 1954 at the 
Brays Island Dispersal, Mr. M. B. Davis 
made a donation to the University in 


the form of a purchase of animals. We 
bid on 17 females and one bull. 

The Clemson Bull Stud, serving 
South Carolina, was established in 
1945. Young sires were purchased 
from Klondike, Appins Farm, Mulhoc- 
away, Quail Roost, and Gippy Planta- 
tion. The stud was closed in 1957 and 
since that time semen has been 
purchased from various studs and 
some of the more recently used sires 
include HOLLIREX, CHAMPION, 
LEADER, Big Creek Champ Admiral, 
and Edisto Farms Favorite Bonus. 

For a number of years we have been 
crowded and the colored breeds have 
perhaps suffered the most. We moved 
into our new facility in June 1976 and 
we are now in a much better position 
to care for these breeds. As a result, 
our Guernsey rolling herd average 
increased 1,311 pounds in a year’s 
time to now be over 10,100 pounds. 


AWazluood Farme

SOME 40 or more years ago, a 
banker by the name of Bob Caldwell 
who liked to loan money to deserving 
people to buy purebred cows, decided 
that he would take his own advice and 
start a Guernsey herd. 

He bought 600 acres of rolling, 
attractive land, east of Chester, S. C., 
and named it Hazelwood Farms. On 
this land, he built homes and barns 
and then added registered Guernseys. 
He participated in the Chester Guern- 
sey Festival by showing some of his 
cows bred to bulls in the Chester AI. 
Stud. During the years he operated the

farm, he built the reputation of having 
bred and sold more great brood cows 
than any other breeder in the state. 

Next owners of Hazelwood Farms 
were the Cruises from Washington 
State. They brought two railroad 
carloads of well-bred, outstanding 
Guernseys with them and two bulls — 
Prime of Aldarra and Wandamere 
Resolute. They operated the farm for 
a number of years and then sold out. 

Twenty-five years ago, the land and 
all the buildings except the main house 
were put up for sale. An insurance 
adjuster by the name of Arthur L. 
Gaston became the new owner. For 
years, Arthur had been milking a small 
herd of registered Guernseys and his 
step up into a larger operation was a 
natural progression. 

Now 100 or more milking cows at 
Hazelwood Farms match the same 
number of heifers. Their production 
taken from the official test sheets 
shows the rolling herd average at 
11,900M and 540F. Milk is marketed 
at Coburg Dairy, a GOLDEN GUERN- 
SEY dairy operation. 


Milking cows are fed silage twice a 
day and housed in free stalls. Hazel- 
wood Farms Guernseys are regularly 
TB and Bangs vaccinated. 

The cows have been bred artificially 
by Arthur for a number of years and 
some of the best sires in the breed 
have been used. The older cows are 
sired by BILLY, DARIMOST, 
NANCE, Lyrene May Rose Prince and 
others. Among the younger cows’ sires 
are high P.D. bulls HOLLIREX, 
FAVORITE BONUS, TOP HORNET, 
and CHOICE. The younger Gastons, 
Susan and Lloyd, were quite successful 
in showing their well-bred 4-H project 
heifers. 

Arthur has served as president of 
the South Carolina Guernsey Associa- 
tion in 1973—1974. He and the family 
are also involved in many other 
community activities. 

Arthur says, “With these hands, my 
wife Evelyn and family’s help, and the 
Guernsey cows, we have paid for 
Hazelwood Farms and the equipment 
that is needed to operate it. Perhaps 
when Susan returns from Carolina and 
Lloyd from the U.S. Navy, we can do 
a better job of telling the world about 
our cows.” 
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George Fowler and his son George, Jr., owners and operators of Butler Hill 
Farm near Saluda, S. C., extend a cordial welcome and invitation to all Guernsey 


breeders attending Palmetto State in ’78. 


Butler Will Guernseys 


MILKING A herd averaging over 
12,000 pounds milk is the goal of 
many Guernsey men. Hosts George W. 
Fowler, Sr. and son George, Jr., 
zoomed over 12,000 pounds in 1973 
and continue to increase with a 1977 
herd average on 71 cows equalling 
13,887M, 683F, in 305 days—2x, ME. 
In preparation for making another 
successful year are 64 heifers. Gold 
Star Breeder has gone to Fowlers, who 
live 5% miles northeast of Saluda, for 
1975 and 1976 and Double Gold Star 
in 1976, 

Breeding high productive cows from 
both the sire and dam side is Butler 
Hill Guernseys’ aim. Sires used with 
great success in this herd include 
CHAMPION; FLASH and his grand- 
sons; DARIMOST, FOND PRINCE, 
and SULTAN. Present day breeding 
program keys on productive and type 
bulls TOP HORNET, Dari FAYVOR, 
and MAVERICK. Fowlers belong to 
several young bull syndicates. Three 
homebred young bulls in this Saluda, 
S.C. herd are a Dari FAYVOR son, 
Butler Hill DF Jason; a P LEADER 
son, Butler Hill P L Judge; and a son 
of MAVERICK, Butler Hill M Bonds- 
man. 

“Rowena,” “Liza” and “Bobolink” 
head up the predominant cow families 
that still have offspring available. 

This father-son operation is well- 
known for its encouragement of youth 
to start with Guernseys. Plus they do 
not hesitate to also buy top cows: 
Topmost Kings Jacqueline, classified 
Excellent 91 and dam of a strong cow 
family, made an 8-l10DHIR of 
14,890M, 693F, in 305 days, 2x; 
Heywes Ken Gayle (VG—88), com- 
pleted her 7-O03DHIR in 305 days, 
14,760M and 774F; Six Oaks Farm F 
Bertha, another Very Good, milked 
15,510 pounds and 819F in 365 days, 
2x as a 4-02DHIR record. 

Bred at Butler Hill have been four 
national class leaders with the latest 
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one being Butler Hill W Louann, 
fourth in fat at 2-O9DHIR, with 
18,600M, *956F, in 365 days, 2x. 

Why did George Fowler begin with 
Guernseys? He strongly believes in 
their breed efficiency and enjoys their 
disposition while working with them. 
For these reasons, he strived to meet 
his lifetime ambition of owning his 
own operation which came true in 
1960. Previous to this date, he 
managed several other farms. However, 
in 1960, the nucleus of their newly 
purchased herd formed from two 
different herds, Edisto Farms, Den- 
mark, and John Lyle’s herd, Chester, 
South Carolina. 

At the same time, a 250-acre farm 
was purchased to provide pasture and 
crop ground for feeding and housing 
Butler Hill’s only enterprise — regis- 
tered Guernseys. Cows are milked in a 
10-stanchion barn. 

Along with milk, Butler Hill com- 
bines type. 1977 classification showed 
100 percent above the line: three 
Excellent, 34 Very Good, 33 Desir- 
able, on 70 head. At 1977 State Fair, 
Fowlers earned premier breeder and 
exhibited the first place best three 
females. 

In addition to their many chore 
duties, the family has special interest 
in outside Guernsey activities, Farm 
Bureau, and youth work. 


Dardenclla “Farm 


APPLYING THE golden rule to 
their golden Guernseys is the philoso- 
phy of Dardenella Farm, owned and 
operated by Steve and Emma Love- 
lace. “Cows are individuals,” Steve 
insisted. “One thing I have found, the 
cow will give you exactly what you 
give her. That is why we try to treat 
the animals a little special, give them a 
little extra.” Lovelaces believe in the 
golden rule; treating the animal with 
the same respect they would like to 
receive. 


And the cows react more than 
favorably! Milked in a stanchion barn 
by pipeline and fed corn silage, hay, 
and a dairy ration, Dardenella’s Guern- 
seys are not allergic to winning awards. 
Numerous honors — Double Gold Star 
Herd in 1976, 1976’s highest Guernsey 
herd lactation average in the nation, 
S. C.’s highest fat herd of all breeds for 
three consecutive years and highest 
S.C. Guernsey herd in milk for the 
past four years — come to this 
Orangeburg family. They stress that 
they are working for the cows and 
point out that it is the cows that win 
the awards for them, including Steve 
being named a co-winner of the 1976 
Outstanding Young Guernsey Farmer 
contest. 

What started this young couple in 
such a successful Guernsey business? 
Steve’s parents and Emma’s parents 
were all Guernsey breeders. Steve and 
Emma, both 4-H Guernsey showmen, 
met at the South Carolina State Fair. 
Result? A Guernsey family! The 
Lovelace children are definitely Guern- 
sey oriented — Laura, 9, a Guernsey 
lover and Junior Production Award 
winner for three years; Stephen, 5, a 
Guernsey enthusiast; and Ted, 3, a 
Guernsey calf-patter. 

Dardenella herd finished third na- 
tionally for milk in 1977 with a herd 
lactation average on 66 cows of 
15,449M, 4.6%BF, 718F. Classifica- 
tion in 1977 averaged 82.2 on 53 head 
with two Excellents, 38 Very Good, 
and 13 Desirable. Individuals that 
highlight the production are three aged 
cows that started milking as senior 
yearlings and have earned eight class 
leading records — Mileys Sarah, Dar- 
denellas Fern, and Mileys Sabe. Also, 
this year the Lovelace cows won more 
top places than any other entered herd 
at South Carolina State Fair in 
Columbia and took premier exhibitor 
award.

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Further Update on Sire Use and Evaluation 


STARTING IN 1970, a series of 
reviews from the performance files of 
the AGCC have been published to 
focus on the track record of sire use in 
the Guernsey breed. 

The first such reviews were for the 
purpose of defining whether a satisfac- 
tory competitive base had been estab- 
lished through past sire use or was 
being established through the current 
sire use at the time. To do so, sires 
which had 50 or more registered 
daughters annually were identified and 
their USDA Sire Summaries used as a 
basis for genetic evaluation. The result 
was that the total track record was not 
good — that approximately one-half 
the registered animals were being sired 
by relatively few bulls and many of 
these sires had summaries that were 
contributing a negative genetic balance 
to the breed. Additionally, many of 
these sires were being highly promoted 
with semen readily available. The 
revealing information from the above 
reviews was a major factor in establish- 
ing the number one breed priority of 
the current and foreseeable era — 
breed-wide — adequate and proper 
young sire sampling. 

Time has confirmed that the con- 
cern in 1970 about the genetic trend 
in the breed was well-founded. For

one thing, this era was establishing a 
burst of new information and proce- 
dures for genetic evaluation of sires. 
Compared to the rest of the purebred 
dairy cattle industry a certain compla- 
cency to accept new evaluation proce- 
dures existed in Guernsey circles. The 
published studies on sire use referred 
to above confirmed this. 

Secondly, it was beginning to 
become obvious that herds of all 
breeds which were applying these new 
procedures were making rapid produc- 
tion gains which is the first commer- 
cial challenge of breed competition. 

In 1970, we reported to the annual 
meeting — and it has been repeated 
Since — that — “it is not a question 
whether the breed average should be 
13,000 Ibs. of milk but how soon it 
can reach it.” 

How well has the production 
increase done? Not enough — the 
challenge still remains. A summary 
prepared for the Board in January, 
1977 shows that complacency prevail- 
ed from 1970 through 1974 with just 
about a 1% annual average increase. 
However, the past three years, 1975, 
1976 and 1977, there is a change in 
direction with an average annual 
increase of 2.2%. Had this change in 
direction of the past three years been

initiated early in the 1970’s, the breed 
could be very close to the very 
competitive breed average of 13,000 
Ibs. of milk today! Some have 
suggested a target date should be 
established — perhaps so, but the fact 
remains the urgency is still as soon as 
possible. 


Changes Are Taking Place 


It is entirely in order to assume the 
Guernsey breed has had the same 
opportunity to stand up to the 
abundant feed trough in the U.S. as 
each other breed, and has likewise had 
available on the market the same 
housing, equipment and management 
potential. It is also an accepted fact 
that production increases are the result 
of management and genetic influences. 
The total dairy industry during the 
past several decades is an unbelievable 
example of this efficiency. 

Therefore, if increases due to 
management are set aside and the 
breed is not making sufficient compet- 
itive gains due to genetic influence — 
why not? Perhaps those who oppose 
the use of the excellent current genetic 
sire evaluations now available should 
Well pause to ponder. 

The regular monitoring of the 
AGCC performance files __ reveal 
changes are taking place in sire use in 
the breed. Table I shows the trend of 
sires being used to sire 50% or more of 
animals registered annually for the 
past seven years. The Minus bull is 
disappearing and higher P.D. milk bulls 
are being used. The sires without 
summary as presented needs an addi- 
tional breakdown because these also 
include many well pedigreed young 
sampling sires and should be consider- 
ed in this context. 

Chart A further emphasizes the 
trend to bulls with higher genetic 
evaluations during 1975 -— 1977. 
Registrations of offspring from sires 
with P.D. milk evaluations of +1000 or 
more in 1977 is five time greater than 
1975. Registrations of offspring from 
sires with P.D. milk evaluations of 
+500 has increased 79% in three years 
and use of sires under a P.D. milk 
evaluation of +500 has taken 55% 
decline. 

The comparison at the +500 P.D. 
Milk level is significant from the 
standpoint of sire evaluation, when 
considering the genetic level of two- 
year-olds entering the milking string in 
the next year or two. As has been

adequately explained, present day 
USDA Sire Summaries rank bulls 
against a breed average herd or zero 
base — i.e., his Predicted Difference is 
an indication of average progress if 
used in a breed average herd. It has 
also been adequately explained the 
current sire rankings are on a 1974 
base or breed average base, so progress 
can be measured from a defined point. 
Each year by the use of proven sires 
there should be genetic progress, for 
example, 100 pounds of milk per year. 
The year 1974 is currently four years 
ago which means an accumulative 400 
pounds increase. It also means that in 
the ranking of sires, the sires of +200 
and +300 P.D. Milk based on the 1974 
base are currently below breed average 
genetically and +500 P.D. Milk sires 
are probably at this point only breed 
average. Their future as far as produc- 
tion improvement is indeed grim. 

In 1974, a resolution at the annual 
meeting called for the elimination of 
the use of Minus P.D. Milk sires. A 
further resolution at the 1976 annual 
meeting took a position to not use 


sires of less than +200 P.D. Milk. Js the 
breed ready to face up to a position of 
phasing out sires of +500 P.D, and 
less? 


Use of Indexes 


A great asset of current sire 
summaries is the fact it becomes very 
impossible to hide a sire in time if any 
of his daughters are on test. Likewise, 
the publishing of his summary is 
automatic. This eventually permits 
comparison of preliminary predictions 
and their validity against the actual 
results. Table 2 is such a comparison 
from the September, 1977 USDA Sire 
Summary report of 382 Guernsey 
sires. A study was made of each bull’s 
actual summary and the Sire Summary 
evaluation of his sire and maternal 
grandsire. Table 2 is self-explanatory — 
the heavy odds for Plus proven sires 
comes from a combination of Plus 
sires and Plus maternal grandsires. The 
combinations speak for themselves. 
Table 3 presents the actual average 
P.D. values for the four combinations 
in Table 2 as further evidence. (The 
number of combinations with NP, or 
no proof, are too small to consider at 
this point.)

The Pedigree Index (sum of % Sire 
P.D. + % MGS P.D.) and the Genetic 
Index (sum of % Sire P.D. + % dam’s 
Cow Index) are becoming increasingly 
important tools to evaluate young 
males and females before their actual 
performance is known. Table 4 pre- 
sents another comparison from the 
September, 1977 USDA Sire Sum- 
mary. There were 265 bulls which had 
information from which a Pedigree 
Index, a Genetic Index, the USDA 
Cow Index of his dam and the USDA 
Sire Summary of his maternal grand- 
sire as indicators could be compared to 
his actual summary. Again, Table 4 
confirms the advantage of using all 
information available, including the 
indexes shown. 

Sire use and sire evaluation in the 
breed is changing, and points to 
increased genetic gain. There are those 
who resist such trends and prefer to 
debate “this and that” regarding the 
procedures. However, when the total 
dairy cattle industry is observed, the 
results are emphatic. Additionally, 
whether we disagree individually or 
collectively, all indications are that 
progress as an industry is going to be 
made with or without those who 
resist.

Worldwide Support 
Milk Reduces Cholestrol ! 


From Dairymen’s Digest 
Southern Region Edition, January 1978 


FOR YEARS United States medical 
men have preached cutting down the 
intake of milk and other animal 
products usually rich in saturated fats 
to keep down cholesterol levels in the 
blood. Now a team of British scientists 
has found that drinking large volumes 
of milk does not increase blood levels 
of cholesterol, but actually lowers it. 

At the University of Cambridge, Dr. 
John Marks and his colleagues got 
equal numbers of men and women to 
drink two quarts of milk a day. One 
drank skimmed milk, the other whole 
milk. Cholesterol levels in the blood of 
the groups was monitored throughout 
the test. 
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Cholesterol level fell in both groups. 
And unexpectedly reduction was 
greatest in the group getting whole 
milk. 

The findings agree with a study 
which showed that certain Masai tribes 
in East Africa drink an average of a 
gallon of milk daily yet have lower 
blood cholesterol levels than Europe- 
ans or Americans. And they have a 
very low incidence of heart attacks 
according to the report. 

British scientists think that the 
lowering of cholesterol levels may be 
caused by an “antidote factor’ in 
milk. They are now trying to isolate 
and identify such a factor.

It was a rather rough summer for 
most of us, but the 1977 crop year in 
most areas is over. Thanksgiving has 
come and gone and if they serve you 
left over turkey during this Conven- 
tion you will think you never left 
home. It is a good time now to pause, 
reflect and do some worthwhile 
planning. I would assume that’s at 
least one reason why you are here. 
Time spent analyzing our herds, our 
overall business, thinking and plan- 
ning, can produce greater returns for 
time spent, than any other work we 
do. I would like to suggest that you 
include advertising in your plans for 
1978. If I can give you just one idea 
that you can use in advertising, 
promoting or selling your cattle— 
then I will not feel badly at all about 
being away from home for a day. 

Webster defines advertising as, 
“Any form of public announcement 
intended to aid directly or indirectly 
in the sale of a commodity or service, 
ote." 

Advertising per-se, or advertising 
alone without a definite purpose in 
mind does not give you the greatest 
return. It must be tied in with, or 
made a very important part of 
merchandising. That’s the name of

the game, merchandising. Adver- 
tising is the sparkplug for 
merchandising—it is, therefore, an 
essential management tool in the 
purebred dairy business of today. 

1 am constantly amazed at the 
response to advertising in and out of 
the purebred cattle business. How 
about you? 

1. Maybe you had trouble falling 
asleep last night—take Sominex? 

2. You have acid indigestion, gas? 
You spell relief R-O-L-A-I-D-S. 

3. You come from Marlboro 
Country? You are a rugged in- 
dividual! 

4. In the morning try Wheaties— 
“the breakfast of champions.” 
Anybody ever fed any to cows? 

5. Are youa member of the “Pepsi 
generation?” Young and vigorous. 

6. Well, “I don’t believe | ate that 
whole thing,” Alka Seltzer. 

7. “My family is healthy, but now 
and again we_- experience 
irregularity”’—take Exlax. 

8. Aren’t you glad you use Dial? 
Don’t you wish everybody did? 

I] believe you have the idea. 

People tend to buy advertised 
products more frequently than un- 
advertised products. That’s why so 
much money, time, and effort is put 
into advertising. 

In the October 10 issue of Hoard’s 
Dairyman an article by Douglas 
Webb points out the advertising 


expenditures by the various soft 
drink companies as compared to 
milk. 

In 1976: 

Over $31,500,000 was spent adver- 
tising Coca-Cola (more than the 
entire dairy industry combined spent 
on milk.) 

$23,800,000 spent on Pepsi-Cola 

Over $13,000,000 on 7-Up 

$7,700,000 on Dr. Pepper 

$13,800,000 on Kool-Aid 
$11,600,000 on Hawaiian Punch 

Why? Because advertising pays. 
That’s why. These companies are not 
stupid. Carbonated beverages went 
from 31.4 gallons percapita in 1975 to 
34.3 gallons of the stuff in the year 
1976! Up almost 3 gallons per person 
in | year—think what would happen 
if milk consumption climbed at that 
rate! Up 3 gallons per person per 
year!!! It is truly amazing what 
advertising can do! 

It Works for Cattle, Too 

So what does all this have to do 
with advertising your cattle? 
Everything! You are simply missing 
out on a good opportunity for 
additional income or profit if you are 
not taking advantage of a well 
planned advertising program. 
Nothing is so good that it will sell 
itself. 

Some may say, but I can sell all my 
surplus animals without advertising! 
And | can tell you from my own 
experience that you can ask and get 
better prices with the increased 
demand created by advertising. A

man who feels he is well established 
in the purebred business and not 
advertising is like the bashful boy 
who winks at a pretty girl in the 
dark—he knows what he is doing, 
but no one else does. 

The first essential in selling your 
surplus animals is, of course, to breed 
and develop the kind of herd the 
modern-day breeder and dairyman 
wants. The next step is to show proof, 
which can best be done through 
continuous testing, classification 
and, perhaps, participating in the 
showring. Develop cow families, 
which help greatly in building more 
impressive pedigrees. Cow families 
also help you stretch your advertising 
dollars as you can picture, or list, full 
sisters, maternal sisters, or dam and 
daughter to complement each other 
with their accomplishments. Such 
accomplishments can be _ high 
production records, Excellent 
classification ratings or showring 
winnings. 

To successfully merchandise the 
really superior animals at premium 
prices, the time to start advertising is 
generally well before one expects to 
offer them for sale. 

When seeking out the best, 
breeders and bull stud sire analysts 
usually make a careful study from the 
available sources for the background 
information of such animals. Placing 
this foundation of information 
before the public thus requires a 
period of time to attract and develop 
attention. I recommend an ad, even if

only a quarter of a page, in every 
issue of your breed magazine. Over a 
period of time this will give you 
greater returns than a big splash 
without previous build-up. A small 
ad in Hoard’s Dairyman or in other 
widely circulated agricultural 
publications can be worth while by 
just listing your breed, your name 
and address along with a few words 
like, “Quality Cattle For Sale”, or 
“High Production, Dependable 
Swiss For Sale”. This may get you a 
few inquiries from other than 
purebred breeders. 


Ten Commandments 
There is no magic in writing good 
advertising copy—here are a few 
suggestions: 


1. Use short snappy headings, or 
headlines, to attract the reader’s 
attention. Remember that your ad 
competes for readership with other 
ads—you want yours to stand out 
without being gaudy. 

2. Follow with accurate and 
current information about your herd, 
individual animals, cow families, 
daughters of a sire or breeding 
program. Factuai information. 

3. Pictures are a must for the most 
effective long range advertising 
program. Your prospective buyers 
know they can also use some of your 
pictures to assist them in selling if 
they buy from you. 

4. Get some close-up udder shots, 
side and rear view pictures. (They are 
good attention getters and show the 
business end of the cow.) 

5. Don’t crowd your ad with too 
much copy—keep it simple for easy 
and pleasant reading. Have you ever 
noticed a crowded store window with 
dozens of items stuck in it—you don’t 
see a thing! On the other hand, with 
1, 2, or 3 itmes attractively displayed 
with plenty of space around them— 
you see each of the items. Your ad is 
your store window. 

6. Change your ad copy every 
issue, even if it’s a little attention 
getter like: 

“Tennessee is beauitful in the Fall” 
and then 
“Tennessee is beautiful in Winter” 
and 
“Tennessee is beautiful in Spring” 
“Tennessee is beautiful in Summer” 
Y’all Come See Us 

Don’t be bashful about borrowing 
an ad idea from others. Get ideas 
from other breed publications. Turn 
through and see which ads attract 
your attention. Clip’em out and keep 
a file. Use them.

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7. By all means, send your ad 
material in on time which will allow 
the magazine staff time to assist you 
with the spacing, art work, type size, 
or the editing if you want assistance. 
They can do a better job. 

8. Design a signature plate or 
“logo” so that your farm name, or 
your name if you wish will stand out. 
Be sure to include your phone 
number and zip code or maybe your 
location like, “Six miles south on 
route 42”. 

9. Welcome telephone calls and 
visitors. 

10. Be ready when you get that call 
or when the visitor arrives. Here area 
few tips: 

a) Maintain a neat farmstead. (A 
white scissor-board fence doesn’t sell 
many cattle, but neatness helps.) 
That’s'also advertising. 

b) Keep your cattle as clean as 
possible, udders clipped. 

c). Have pedigrees or pedigree 
information readily available. Have 
prices in mind. 

d) Know your cattle. When not 
sure or to check a production record, 
never hesitate to use a _ pocket 
herdbook for reference and 
accuracy—it instills confidence that 
your information is correct. 

e) Make your. visitor 
comfortable—never leave his wife 
sitting in the car—invite her into your 
office or home. Have you ever 
considered buying a roll of plastic 
boots for your visitors? They cost 
about 12¢ a pair. 

f) Be courteous, even if your 
visitor doesn’t like your best cow— 
who knows, he may like a different 
one and then you have two top cows. 


Selling the kind of animals to 
others that will help them accomplish 
their goals is good business—good 
advertising. When you make a 
recommendation that results in a 
sale, don’t forget it, keep in touch 
when you can.—If you have made a 
bad mistake, correct it, even if it costs 
you money—a trusting customer is, 
truly, a valuable asset. 

Some may say, well I don’t have 
anything to sell right now—no need 
to advertise. You better be careful, 
when you do have something to sell 
you may be an “unknown”, or a 
“Wonder what happened to ol’ Jim— 
he hasn’t advertised any lately.” 

Most ads are presented in one of 
two forms and I recommend the use 
of both. That is, the direct approach 
and the indirect approach to selling. 
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The direct approach is to list for 
sale individual animals, a bull, a sale 
consignment or a group of heifers or 
cows. 

The indirect approach is presen- 
ting one’s breeding program, cow 
families, accomplishments of the 
herd, or of individual animals—the 
general build-up. 

During those periods when you 
really have nothing you especially 
care to sell—use the “build-up”.

should have animals to sell—unless 
still expanding or suffering from just 
plain bad luck or breeding problems.

TRIM FEET TO INCREASE 
PRODUCTIVE LIFE 

Trimming the feet of dairy cattle is 
hard work, and dairymen tend to put 
it off. Yet, correct trimming can add 
years to the productive life of a cow, 
if she has the kind of feet that need an 
occasional trimming. 

The shape of the foot and of the 
rear leg are important in determining 
how frequently to do the foot- 
trimming chore. Some cattle with flat 
heels may need to have their feet 
trimmed often in order to keep the 
toes short. Yet a cow with a deep heel 
and strong pasterns may tend to wear 
her toes short as she moves about and 
might never need a foot-trimming 
job. Inheritance determines the foot 
and leg conformation of individual 
cows. 

If a cow or heifer needs her feet 
trimmed, don’t put it off. The 
objective is to trim back the long toes 
and to shape the bottom of the foot 
so that the cow will stand squarely on 
her feet. This will put the weight 
directly over the foot that must 
support it. Riding back on the heel 
for a long period of time will tend to 
weaken the back legs of a heavy cow, 
causing the toes to grow out even 
faster. 

A sharp knife, a chisel, and a pair 
of long-handled trimming shears are 
usually used. Occasionally, an elec- 
tric sander can be used. The cow’s 
feet can be worked on and shaped one 
at a time while the cow stands, she 
can be thrown to the ground and 
restrained, or she can be strapped 
and held on a tilting-type table. The 
is the easiest method. 
Professional foot trimmers often use 
that system. 

Since many dairymen do not have 
access to a tilt table or may not want 
to use a professional trimmer, shap- 
ing the feet one at a time while the 
cow is standing is probably the best 
method to use on large, mature cows. 
A piece of thick plywood makes a 
fine base on which the cow can stand. 
A small wooden box or platform is 
needed to give each foot some 
elevation while the final shaping of 
the sole of the foot is done.

Proper Identification 
By Jim Hoffman, AZ DHIA Board 


THE NATIONAL DHIA rules state 
that every cow in the herd must be 
positively identified. Registered cows 
must have registration numbers and 
grade cows must have eartags of the 
uniform series such as 86 WAC 3742 
(2 digits, 3 letters and 4 digits), 
adopted by the national organization 
for permanent identification. We’ve 
been reminded from time to time that 
this area needs improvement to meet 
the standards. 

Another area of identification that 
needs our constant attention is that of 
our own individual herd numbering 
systems. /t is our responsibility as herd 
owners to maintain an accurate and 
legible numbering system to aid in the 
positive identification of animals at 
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the time of monthly DHIA testing. 
Herd numbers should be clearly visible 
to the tester to insure an efficient and 
accurate test. As our milking parlors 
become faster, it seems to me that we 
don’t want to slow the operation up 
on test day. Remember, it takes a 
more readable system when cows are 
moving rapidly into a herringbone 
parlor than you can get by with for 
breeding and herdsman working out in 
the corral. 

In preparing to write this I decided 
to check my own situation. By 
spending an hour in the barn while 
testing, I found that my own system 
was lacking. Cow numbering seems to 
be an area that we take for granted. In 
our operation, we use a duplicate 
eartag in each ear. Some tags were lost 
and some were difficult to read.

Herds that use neck chains have 
similar problems: numbers not easily 
read, missing numbers and chains too 
tight causing the tag to be on one side 
or the other, or tucked in a position 
making it hard to read. 

We are fortunate to have the high 
quality of management and staff 
working with us, but our cooperation 
is needed to continue and improve the 
accuracy of our management records.
